“white way” lighting system now be- 
Ne installed on Wainwrig@t’s main 

reet was dated January 17th, 1947, 

At that time the Board of Trade 
which first sponsored thé idea, was at- 
tempting to obtain figures as to the 
cost of the installation ®, present to 
the town council, with their recom-~- 
mendation that this improvement be 
considered. 

The council responded favorably, and 
now the new lighting system is spon 
to become a reality. 

Ace Conétruction Company of Cal- 
gary is in charge of the work, and at 
time of writing a number of poles have 
already been erected. 

The new setup, which is very likely 
to be but the beginning of an extended 
program of improvemént in Wain- 
wright’s street lighting, consists of 
ten 500-watt lights, 

These lights are of the most modern 
Luminaire Type, those at the corners 
being symmetric (casting light over a 
circular area) and those at the. cen- 
ters of blocks being asymmetric (cast- 
ing an oval beam of light). 

Of course, citizens of Wainwright 
will have to be prepared for some in- 
terruptions’‘ in the service as these 
‘lew lights are being hooked up, and 
the power company asks that all will 
bear with them, as the interruptions

There were reports that the govern- 
ment would drop controls on a major 
portion of foodstuffs—including sug- 
ar—and generally try to bring an end 
to such controls as were no longer ab- 
solutely essential. ' 
Sugar Prospects 

For example, with. an increasing 
supply of sugar in the Western hemi- 
sphere and a non-increasing .demand, 
some sources saw no reason why sug- 
ar,controls, first started in 1939, would 
be continued much longer. 
. They -expressed the opinion that 
sugar controls would end this year, 
but that it would not necessarily mean 
a hoist in the retafl price, which Is 
roughly about 10 cents a pound. 

There were other controls, too, such 
as the ceiling price on butter which 


may no longer be required because of 
the gradual decline in butter prices, 
This ceiling may be removed as | 
government gesture of goodwill  to- 
wards dairy producers who now must 
fight margarine competition. 


Bytter and Steel 

Agriculture, Minister Gardiner said 
in the Commons last week tnat he 
would make known the government's 
new policy on butter before May. 

Likely to be required will be an ad- 
justment to the floor price on butter, 
now about 58 cents a pound, in view of 
the fact that once butter prices slip 
too far below that the government may

Some little 
time ago Professor Burton Kierstead 
of the Eeonomics Department of Mc- 
Gill University, appearing ‘on the “Cit- 
jzens’ Forum” programme of the 
C.B.0.,, produced an argument that we 
thought had been decently buried long 
ago. The argument was that the adver- 
tising of package goods represents a 
serious tax.on the public; that packag- 
ing itself is designed to maintain a 
fixed price; and that establishing a 
brand name is for the “sole purpose of 
corrupting the market.” : 
» We wonder whether Professor Kier- 
stead can look back to the day when 
such commddities as oatmeal and soda 
crackers were displayed in open bar-~ 
rels and subject to dust, disease and 
vermin that you bought with the goods 
and for which no one assumed respon-

Fluorescent Light Bulb Disposal 
Suggestions. 


Extreme care in the handling of bro-. 


ken fluorescent light bulbs and dis- 
posal of burned-out bulbs of this type 
was recently urged by the Health De- 
partment of an eastern American city 
due to the serious consequences whicn 
can result from contact with powder 
contained in these bulbs. 

The fluorescent bulb in use today 
contains a considerable «amount of 
beryllium powder, which is yery toxic, 
and its effect is appearing in many 
ways, theshealth officer said, Thia 
beryllium powder is a serious health 
hazard when inhaled in. very ‘small 
quantities ar when it comes in: contact 
with abrasions of the skin. 

Because of the serious consequences 
which may occur the lamps should not 
be thrown out with rubbish 
where children or others not familiar 
with the consequen¢ges may handle 
them. The bulbs are made of very fine 
glass and when broken create quite an 
explosion causing very small particles 
of glass coated with powder to travel 
with force sufficient to penetrate the 
skin. 

Small pieces of glass entering the 
skin have been known to cause long- 
standing draining tumors effecting ev- 
en the muscles and bones. All house- 
holders should be cautioned as to the 
hazards of breaking these tubes. It is 
recommended that the tubes be broken 
in strong paper bags or under water, 
which will prevent the glass as well 
as the powder from flying. The end of 
the bulb, enclosed in a metal casing, 
should be tapped out first to fill the 
vacuum and eliminate explosion.

Every manu- 
facturer who puts a brand on his goods 
puts his name on the line He can 
spend millions in advertising and lose 
it overnight if the public loses confi- 


Perhaps Professor Kierstead is very 
good. on his economies, And, perhaps; 
the C°B.C. has a valuable idea in its

USE OF FANNING MILL 
IN CLEANING GRAIN 

Grain which is to be used for seed 
must be cleaned thoroughly, On the 
farm,.the time-honoured fanning mill 
is relied. upon to remove all light 
grains, weed seeds, other kinds, as well 


‘as diseased bodies—such as smut and 


ergot. To do this the screens and sieves 
must be of appropriate size, be prop- 
erly slanted and must not sag or bulge, 
The blast or fanning part must be 
properly adjusted and be strong 
enough to remove all grains slightly 
lighter than average, thus doing away 
with all seed which did not develop 
normally because of diseages or other 
reasons. For best results, feed the fan- 
ning mill,slowly and repeat operations 
as often a’ necessary. Sow the best 
only is a good rule with seed. 


NOT.A ONE-MAN JOB 

The maintenance and intelligent use 
of our soil resources is one of the most 
important probleme racing agriculture 
today. On its solution depends the wel- 
fare of urban and rural dwellers alike, 
and the whole-hearteg co-operation of 
all concerned will be required. 

G. R. Sterling, Supervisor of. Soil 
Conservation for the Alberta Depart- 
ment of Agriculture tells us that com- 
bined action for soil maintenance is 
becoming ' more evident daily.

Natire did a good job in creating our 
soils. In most instances it gave the 
world large areas of good productive 
soil and provided all. the necessary 
plant food to promote growth. Nature 
did more—it selected the crops to'grow 
on the different types of soil. For ex- 
ample, on the low wet muck soils were 
the eedars; on the heavier clay loam 
soils, the hardwoods (maples and oaks) 
and on the sand soils, the pines. 

When man disturbs this balance of 
nature by cutting the timber, or when 
fire sweeps thé aréa, Nature does. not 
Allow the land,to stand idle, First the 
weeds appear, then the berry bushes 
or scrub, followed by «| fast-growing 
trees like poplar. By the time these die, 
the original trees are taking posses- 
sion again, and if the stand is undia- 
*urbed long enough it will revert to its 
riginal, condition. 

During such a cycie the fertility is 
returned to the soil by leaves, fallen 
limbs and decaying trees, says G. W. 
Michael, Dominion Department of Ag- 
riculture, Ottawa. The humus coritent 


which 18 very important, is maintained | 


and Increased by the decaying organic 
matter. The humus acts as a sponge 
or blotting-paper, . absorbing large 
quantities of water in seasons of 
plenty and releasing it during dry 
verigds, It changes the physical eondi- 
tion of the soil. making «jt granular, 


,open and loose, allowing the’ water, air 


and bacteria to go down into the soll 
and make it productive, 

Over the years, man, in his neeq to 
produce annual or short- period crops, 
has offset Nature's. leisurely way of 
rep'enishing the soil—but has’ unfor- 
tunately not provided'a good enough 
substitute, Thinking of the soil as per- 
manent, he has wasted much of the 
reserve plant food by removing from 
the soils more than he returned Little 
thought was given ta humus, unti! to 


day many soils are low in humus con 
tent'and the ‘physical condition has 
changed from granular,‘ open loos 
soils, capable of holding plenty of 


moisture, to fine particles that .cém 
pact, puddle and bake, and prevent t 


air and bacteria from entering deeply 
hecause there is no moisture carrying 
capacity. 

Because of the very nature of these 


low-humus soils, they drifting 
and erosion As water cannot easily pen 
etrate them, but must run over.the su 
face carrying miuch of the plant fo 
down to low-lying areas and streams 
where it is lost. : 

Soil conservation is one of’ the hie 
problems facing agriculture the world 
over. Much can be done by individual 
farmers by ploughing down more cove 
crop and refuse and by making ful 
use"of manures and fertilizers.

In the Lepialatare

The Budget brought down by Pre- 
mier Manning last week was the larg- 
est in Alberta's history. Some of the 
highlights showed 1948 vatue or agri- 
cultural products as at $545,000,000, an 
increase of $70,000,000 over the prev- 
ious year. Value of ‘production from 
our natural resources last year is esti- 
mated at $99,000,000. This was made up 
of lumber products—§$18,094,000; coal. 
products—$41,875,000; petroleum pro- 
ducts—$35,127,000, This was ‘an in- 
crease of 4 million barrels and. $17,000,- 
000 in value over 1947, 

The Premier indicated that 200,000,- 
000 gallons of oil products are pur- 
chased each year in Alberta and for 
each ic gallon reduction in price re- 
presents a saving of $2,000,vov to aAi- 
berta consumers, There are more than 
630 wells producing in the Frovinos 
now. 

Last year 32 new industries started 
in Alberta employing 1,200 people. 

Treasury Branches showed a busi- 
ness increasé and a profit of $127,100,- 
000, Deposits by the public are approx- 
imately $29,000,000. 

The net funded and unfunded debt 
was decreased by $16,992,144 last year. 
It was argued by the Premier that in- 
come from oil bearing assets should 
be utifizea to provide citizens with 
other assets such as roads, The income 
from the sale of leases is not a perma-, 
nent revenue and should not oe util- 
ized to meet current expenditures, 
claimed Mr. Manning. , 

School grants will be increased by 
$1,300,000, hospital grants by $50,000; 
for T.B. treatment an increase of 
$209,000. The increased pensfons to Old 
Age and Blind Pensioners wil! cost the 
Province an additional $550,000. 

The Government payjng the’ 10% 
that was before charged to the Munici-. 
palities will cost amother $275.00.. An 
increase of $160,000 has been provided 
for Mothers’ Allowances. Three quar- 
ters of a million dollars is provided in 
the Public Works account for bridges, 
maintenance and replacement. This is 
an increase of $350,000. $2,660,000 will 
be made available to Municipal and 
Improvement Districts by way of 
grants. 

The ever deeciiiinn services that 
‘have been given by we Government 
have called on larger expenditures 
every year and no new taxes have been 
imposed. The Social Service Tax, 
which was cancelled two years ago, re- 
duced Provincial revenue by more than 
a milliof®and a.half a year. This is 
rather interésting when we realize 
that additional new taxes have had to 
be levied in both British Columbia and 
Saskatchewan,
